| laſt ſhe came to a Breach which was greater than any 
of the reſt, and ſhe ſaid within her:ſelf, How ſhall I 
get over this Breach ? But yet ſbe went on, and paſſed 
through it, and it was fair on the other ſide; and ſhe 
awaked. Now, as ſhe looked upon this Dream 
to be an Emblem of her Life, ſo I cannot (nor 
could not, ſince ſhe told it me) expound it other- 
wile, than thus; viz. That the pleaſant broad 
_ River, ſigniſied he Lord her Cregtor, (who is 
to his People à place of broad Rivers, Hal. 31. 21.) 
and the Shoar thereof, upon which ſhe walked, 
ſignified Time ; and the Breaches, whiclr ſhe 
paſſed over, were the Difficulties and Afflictions 
which ſhe paſſed through in her Time; and the 
laſt and greateſt Breach, which ſhe came to, afid 
paſſed over, ſignified her laſt Sickneſs and Death. 
From which Dream (as a ſignificant Parable) all 
may learn and conſider, how fait they are haſt- 

ning, or running, towards their laſt and greateſt 
Breach ; even the Death, or Diſſolution of "their 
Earthly Tabernacles; and none knoweth how 
near they are, to, it. Abour Nine Days after 
her faid Illneſs began, ſhe ſaid to me thus, viz. 
J am well content, if the Lord ſee meet, that he take 
me away by this Diſtemper, rather than to be in this 
Pain; for my Pain is great, and I know not what in 
this World I can deſire, to ſtay to enjoy, exoept it be 
my Love, and my little Lads; meaning Me, and 
our two Children: Of whom ſhe then ſaid thus,

concernfng his Late Wife, 
Fear of the Lord, than with all manner of Nortaly 
Riches. About the ſame time, ſhe ſaid, 7 am 
thinking of honeſt Richard Johnſon, (who was a 
near Friend to us) that ſlepr much of the time of 
his Illneſs, before his departure; methinks it ſeemeth 
like an eaſie Paſſage. And ſoon after that, ſhe 
began to be inclin'd to Sleepineſs, and ſlept more 
and more, till the end; yet, at her awaking, was

ly weaker and weaker, yet ſhe would ſtill fit up 
five or fix, or more, hours in the Evenings, and 
diſcourſe freely and chearfully, till within five 


days of her departure. I often deſired her to ad- 


cept of the Advice of ſome Phyſitian, but ſhe'was 
ſtill averſe thereto, in this Illneſs, tho? in others ſhe 
had complied. On the 2oth day of her Illneſs, in 
the Evening, diſcourſing very freely (as formerly) 
ſhe told me, She was well ſatisfied, that if the Lord 
took her away by that Diſtemper, ſhe ſhould be Eter- 
zally Happy ; with many other ſenſible and com- 
fortable Expreſlions : Tho? ſhe was ſo weak, that 
the ſame Evening, about the eleventh hour, 1 


thought ſhe had been departing ; but in a little 42 
time, recovering her Breath, ſhe ſpoke chear- 


fully, and ſlept. At her awaking, that night, 1 
asked her, How ſhe was? She anſwered, Through 
Mercy, indifferent. And after a little pauſe, ſhe . 
very ſenſibly ſaid, Amictum iri, vel Amiciendum 
eſſe which is in Engliſh, To be Cloathed hereafter, 
in two Expreſſions of it : Whereby I underſtood, 
that ſhe was minding, how the Lord would 
Cloath her hereafter, when her Mortal Cloathing 
was put off. Then I deſired her in Engliſh» 
words, (for they that were preſent, underſtood:

ſolicitus eſto ;, that is, in Engliſh, Be not thou over- 
much careful, or troubled which Advice took 
impreſſion in my Heart : And that was the laſt 
Latin Sentence that ſhe ſpake, that I know of; 
and ſhe never ſpake in Latin, in this Illneſs, that 
I remember, except when Company was pre- 
ſent,. that ſhe would ſpeak only to me : A little 
after, moſt of the Company being gone out, I 
asked her, How ſhe was? She anſwered, Draw- 
g nearer and nearer. And many ſweet and 
loving Sentences ſhe ſpake to. me that day, 
and the day next after; but afterwards was 
ſcarcely able to anſwer to any Queſtion, but con- 
tinued moſtly Sleeping, as it were, ſweetly and 
quietly : And on the Third Day of the 11th 
Month, 1695. in the Evening, ſhe departed, 
without any Noiſe, Sigh, or Gran. 
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concerning his Late Wife. -
